Our People of the North 

On Sunday, the sixth at 1:30, the ISA is fortunate enough to 
have as its guest speaker, Mr. Doug Wilkinson. He will relate 
some of his personal experiences in the Arctic where he has 
spent considerable time in activities as varied as seal hunt- 
ing to what is described as "First Mayor of an Eskimo Town." 

Douglas Wilkinson is an author, film director, Arctic ad- 
venturer, and a top expert on the Eskimo and has been extreme- 
ly popular as a speaker. 

He is author of LAND OF THE LONG DAY. and SONS OF 
THE ARCTIC and contributor to MCLEANS and the BEAVER. 
He has frequently appeared on CBC-TV programs. 

hollowing aemoDiiization as a captain from the Canadian 
army, he became a film director for the National Film Board. 
In 1945-46 . he went north with the Canadian Army to direct 
the first of many films about the Arctic, "Operation Musk-Ox" . 
He later directed the first colour film to be taken of the in- 

He made periodic returns to the Arctic until 1950 when he 
went to live on the west coast of Hudson Bay and the north 
coast of Baffin Island. He was accompanied by his wife and 
a cameraman. During this period, he directed shooting and 
wrote the script for the N.F.B. productions "Land of the 
Long Day" and "Argotee - Story of an Eskimo Boy." 

He returned to the Arctic in 1953-54 to live as an adopted 
son with an Eskimo family in North Baffin Island. 

1955 SAW THE APPEARANCE OF HIS FIRST BOOK: "Land 
Day" which has been published in Canada, Great Britain, and 
the U.S.A. 

Following this, he joined the Canadian Government Depart- 
ment of Northern Affairs as the first of the Northern Service 
Officers, and worked on the planning of the original Eskimo 
Town at Frobisher Bay" and was later appointed First Presi- 
dent Northern Affairs Service officer in charge of the new town. 
This earned him the title of " First Mayor of Eskimo Town. 

He also attended the U.N. as a Canadian Government candi- 
date attached to the Bureau of Social Affairs studying com- 
munity development in underdeveloped countries. 

Since 1957 he has been patrolling the North with his own 
private aircraft. He resigned from the Department of Northern 
Affairs to devote himself fully to filming and writing about the 
arctic. 

For a time, he was involved in filming Hollywood feature 
film the "Savage Innocents" with Anthony QuinnandYoko Tani. 

He later contributed notably to various CBC-TV programs 
and has also contributed to the Time/Life book, "The Poles." 

In 1965, he published a second book and did a highly success- 
ful tour of Ontario and Quebec as a speaker to the Association 
of Canadian Clubs. 

His talk will centre around a group of Pelly Bay Eskimos, 
discussing their culture, habits, and beliefs, and examining 
the problem of how they adapt to the encroaching civilization 
from the south, and in general the future of Eskimos in the 
Canadian north. 



Her versatile repertoire is 
seemingly unlimited; to say 
that she can do anything, sing 
any kind of song from jazz to 
gigue, to love song, to folk 
song, to the stirring "Mon 
Pays" and that she brings to 
each an originality and profun- 
dity virtually unknown in the 
music hall, is to understate 
the case.
